SPARTAN HEROISM. 


Nothing could show more plainly, 
the heroism of the crew and the men 
passengers who stood by the doomed 
ship facing inevitable death and sent 
the women and children away in the 
lifeboats. Some would have to be 
left: that was a certainty. Hundreds, 
in fact; were left. But to all ap- 
pearances the men who were left 
stayed behind deliberately, calmly, 
stepping aside to let the Weaker ones, 
those to whom they owed protection, 
take their way to safety. 
“Sinking by the head. Have 
sleared boats and filled them with 
women and children.” 

This was the final message these 
brave men sent the world, for it was 
directly afterward that their wireless 
signals sputtered and then stopped 
altogether.

STARTED IN EVERY JOINT. 

The force of the blow had been so 
tremendous that the vast ship was 
started in her every joint and every- 
thing movable throughout her superb 
equipment of luxurious cabins and 
saloons was tossed into leaps like 
discarded junk. 

But British seamanship ahd dis- 
cipline prevailed and it did what lit- 
tle might be — as well as daunt- 
less men could do it. Every officer 
and man leaped to his post while 
Capt. Smith, megaphone in hand, bel- 
lowed his orders over the rolling hulk 
that an hour before had been the 
proudest ship in Christendom. S8uf- 
ficient order was maintained to 
launch safely most.ef the boats, the 
greater number o which had re- 
mained seaworthy despite the ordeal 
through which they had passed. 

This work was essing in a 
way, the women and ehfldren being 
given the preference in the lifeboats. 
At first the evidences of pantie were 
well suppressed, though there was 
many a painful scene as wives Bhd 
sisters, sweethearts and mothers part- 
ed from their dear ones, whom they 
were leavi to an unknown fate as 
they took their allotted places in the 


PANIC IS THREATENED. 
Several times as the compartments 
rapidly filled, the vessel lurched 
heavily. Then the cry went up that 
the ship was sinking, and there was 
a rush for the small boats that for 
the first time threate to transform 
a brave and orderly scene into one of 
frenzied panic. As the Titanic settled 
lower under the weight of the rapid- 
ly-gaining water in her hold, it was 
sald that some of her boats were 
stove in before they could be freed 
from the davits and that a few were 
swamped in the effort to launch them. 

Within less than an hour after the 
doomed queen of the ocean fleets had 
struck she had settled so fast that 
water had flooded her engine-rooms 
and then her wireless apparatus went 
out of commission. At the same time 
the falling of her dynamos: extin- 
guished her electric lighting system 
and the mammoth craft was plunged 
into Stygian darkness except for such 
feeble gleams as were afforded by the 
use of torches and lanterns. These 
served only to emphasize the horror 
of the midnight darkness made more 
weird by the reflections and shadows 
caused by the towering masses: of 
Aretic pinnacles surrounding the 
stricken ship. 

In the darkness the work of launch- 
ing the remaining boats was made 
more dificult, but the Bruce reports 
that all the boats or nea ly all had 
cleared the wreck before the Titanic 
took her final plunge into the obscure 
depths of a grave two miles deep. 


CUTTERS TO MEET SHIP.

WASHINGTON, April 16. — Presi- 
dent Taft tentatively has decided to 
dispatch two revenue cutters from 
New York to Sandy Hook to meet the 
Carpathia and act as an escort into 
the harbor. The question will be de- 
termined at a conference between the 
President and Secretary MacVeagh of 
the Treasury Department. If convoys 
are sent out they will be the cutters 
Seneca and Mohawk, now at New 
York. 

In order that a waiting world might 
receive the earliest possible informa- 
tion regarding the tragedy, Secretary 
MacVeagh indicated his willingness to 
consider the question of sending the 
revenue cutter Gresham with news- 
paper correspondents aboard from 
Boston to meet the Carpathia, pro- 
vided the Cunard line was willing to 
allow them aboard. 

This question was held in abeyance, 
however, by advices from Deputy Col- 
lector of Customs Stewart at New 
York stating that the steamship line 
would not grant the privilege.

The steamer Niagara said that on 
April 10, in latitude 44:07 and longi- 
tude 60:40, she saw many icebergs 
followed by an ee field and that the 
liner steamed around the field until 
2 o'clock the following afternoon. 
While steaming through the ice 
fields the wash of the sea hurled a 
large block of flint-like ice against the 
port bow of the Niagara and it pierced 
0 late. 

“The steamship President Lincoin of. 
the Hamburg-American line, which 
arrived today from Hamburg, report- 
ed that on April 12 she entered a large 
field of ice. , 
“The center of the field, Capt. Ma- 
gin said, was in latitude 41:55 north 
and longitude 50:14 west, which is 
close to the point where the Titanic 
struck an iceberg two days later. The 
Titanic’s graveyard is in latitude 41:16 
north and longitude 60:14 west. 

The steamer St. Laurent from Bor- 
deau reported the same ice field, 
while Capt. Wood of the steamship 
Etonian, which arrived tonight from 
Antwerp, reported that on April 12 he

“Archie” Butt's lovable and sturdy 
qualities, his appreciation of the man- 
liness in another, no matter what the 
station in life; his ability to make 
Himself at home on the highest so- 
cial realms 
tions, endeared him to one and all 
alike. 

“When you hear the real news, 
you'll hear that Archie Butt was a 
hero; that he refused to leave on the 
life boats, and that he stayed behind 
like a man, while the women and 
children were being cared for.“ was 
the version of one intimate friend at 
the White House. 

“I know that many people believed 
him merely a leader in high society, 
but they didn't know the man. There 
is no whiter stuff than that out of 
which Archie Butt was made. He 
Was a man through and through, 
though gentle as a woman.” 


And this testimonial to Maj. Butt ucome from his publications 


was one voiced everywhere by those 
who knew him and his sterling vir- 
tues. 

Wherever men met in Washington 
today the first anxious inquiry was as 
to Archie Butt. He had been known 
here as a newspaper correspondent 
many years before he went into the 
army, and his connection at the White 
House, béth with Roosevelt and Taft, 
brought him into almost the same

Carrying sunshine in his smiling 
face and cheering words, thoughtful 
and courteous to all with whom he 
came in contact, his demeanor was 
that of the old southern gentleman, 
brought up to fit modern conditions 
and thought. In his relations with 
both Roosevelt and Taft he was frank 
and independent. . 

“You'll not stay with Roosevelt two 
weeks if you don't agree with every- 
thing he does and wants,” Butt was 
told when first assigned to Col. Roose- 
velt as military aide. “Then 1 don't 
want to stay with him two days,” was 
the anewer of Butt. The man who 
made the prediction was wrong. Butt 
never intruded his views. If they 
were sought he gave them frankly and 
courageously. He walked and rode 
hundreds of miles with both Roosevelt 
and Taft as their only companion, and 
his relations were as intimate as those 
of confidential secretary.

FOR DEATHS ON SEA.

Dispatch. ] Relatives of the 1232 pas- 
sengers who lost their lives in the 
wreck of the Titantic will be unable 
to collect a single dollar in damages, 
according to Charles W. Greenfield, 
of Kremer and Greenfield, admiralty 
attorneys, with offices in the Fort 
Dearborn building. 

If the White Star line follows prece- 
dent it will settle without legal dia- 
pute for the loss of property, but as 
this was insured the company will lose 
nothing on that score. 

“There is no law which fixes Habil- 
ity for loss of life on the high seas,” 
said Attorney Greenfield today. “About 
ten years ago several suits for loss of 
life on the high seas were filed in the 
Federal court here, but they were dis- 
missed because of the lack of any 
statute fixing liability.

Mr. Taylor is an expert in marine 


architecture. He was one of the ex- 
perts called to serve last fall on the 
jury on the Olympic, a sister ship of 
the Titanic, and has had charge of de- 
signing many of the latest Dread- 
noughts of the American navy. To 
him is attributed the median line plan 
for the modern battleship, which is 
accepted by naval experts of the world 
as the most powerful type of fighting 
Ship. 

“The modern liner,” continued Mr. 
Taylor, “has only two elements of dan- 
ger that 
icebergs and collisions. If the 
bulkheads are made strong enough 
and tight enough, the entire prow may 
be cut off by an iceberg and still the 
ship will float and get to port It tis 
only a matter of putting enough 
money into the vessel to make it right. 

“Look at the Warrington.

Mass Meeting Called for 
Timely Action. 
Los Angeles city and the State of 


California are appealing to every resi- 
dent and business man to observe Fire 


Fire losses have increased beyond 
all reasonable bounds until the total 
for the past year in the city is appal- 
ling: The Mayor, in line with the 
State-wide movement for cleanliness 
and safety, designated tomorrow, the 
anniversary of the San Francisco fra, 
as a day on which all who can are 
called upon to serve themselves, their 
neighbors and the municipality by re- 
moving the causes of many fires. 
Rake, collect and destroy inflammable 

whether inside or outside 
buildings, and brighten the city 
generally, is the request. 

A meeting at pre- 
vention will be discussed, and the talks 
illustrated with lantern slides, has 
been called for tomorrow night at 8 
e’clock, in the assembly rooms of the 
Chammer of Commerce. At that 


4 meeting J. H. Montgomery, fire-insur- 


ance expert, who resides at No. 23120 
Lexington avenue, will address those 
gathered, on “The Red Peril.” He will 
be followed by Joseph Mesmer and 
others. The meeting will be under the 
auspices of the Federated Improve- 
ment Association. 
SCHOOL PUPILS TO HELP. 


Public school children will be asked 
today to take an active part in tomor- 
rows general clean-up. By setting 
the back yards, cellars and garrets to 
rights they may prevent fire losses. 
Superintendent of Schools Francis is 
in hearty accord with the principle of 
fire prevention, and the pian of set- 
ting aside a day for the removal of 
eauses, and he is assisting the Mayor 
the Fire Chief, the fire underwriters, 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Aassoci- 
ation ip the good cause. 

The Shriners conclave will bring 
many thousands of Nobles to the city. 
Fire Prevention Day will, if gener-, 
ally observed, thus serve a twofold 
purpose. The city will present a 
neater, cleaner appearance, and the 
fire losses will be cut down. Los An- 
geles could be made the cleanest city 
im the country tomorrow. 

A movement was begun yesterday 
to urge the City Council to appoint 
a man, preferably a member of the 
fire department, whose duty it shall be 
to give all his time to the inspection 
of streets and buildings with a view to 
their prevention of fires. At the 
mass meeting tomorrow night this 
matter will be brought up and prob- 
ably acted upon. There is no such 
ficial now. Chief Eley states that 
fire captains are instructed to do this 
work, but there is a demand that one 
man give all his time to enforcing the 
ordinance against the scattering of 
rubbish and inflammable material. 
An earnest effort is to be made to cut 
down the fire losses at least half a 
million dolfars a year. Fire Chief 
Eley says half of the fires are pre- 
ventable. 

LAW TO BE ENFORCED. 

There is an ordinance which pro- 
vides that it shall be unlawful for any 
person to fail, refuse or neglect to 
keep his premises in a clean and 
wholesome condition, or to allow any 
accumulation of offensive matter of 
any kind to exist. The penalty for 
violation of this law is a fine of not 
lees than $5 or not more than $100, or 
imprisonment for not more than six 
months. This ordinance, after Fire 
Prevention Day, will be more rigidly 
enforced ore, the authorities 
state. 

HOUSING COMMISSION ACTS. — 


Inspectors of the City Housing 
Commission will observe Fire Pre- 
vention Day by an active canvass of 
the downtown district, ries, and 
the poorer places. They will urge 
and insist that those who have al- 
lowed conditions inviting fires to exist 
clean up their premises, remove 
wooden boxes, straw, and rubbish of 
all kinds.

J. K. MacGowen, attorney for the 
Los Angeles Chinese, announced last 
night that the big Keamship line 
planned by the California Chinese to 
connect Los Angeles with Hongkong, 
in competition with the Japanese-San 
Francisco lines, has the indorsement, 
if not the active support, of at least 
three world powers, and that a trust 
fund of $12,000,000 has been assured. 
The project was launched originally 
as a result of a report submitted by 
a Chinese Committee of New York, 
headed by an expert, which investi- 
gated the possibilities if iron com- 
merce for two yegrs before submitting 
its findings. 

“This committee, as explained to 
me by Henry U. Yip, interpreter for 
the Chinese Consolidated Association 
of Los Angeles,” said Attorney Mac- 
Gowen, “reported, in substance, that 
a great steel plant on the Pacific 
Coast, probably at Los Angeles, would 
become a national necessity soon aft- 
or, the opening of the Panama Canal; 
that the completion of the canal 
would shift the commercial and in- 
dustrial centers of the New World to 
Los Angeles, or some other California 
coast city; that the iron supply of the 
United States is fast being exhausted, 
and after the opening of the canal the 
American iron mines will be seriously 
handicapped by new rtation 
conditions and routing, and by higher 
costs of production, which will cause 
the Pacific Coast plants to look to the 
great iron beds of China for the bulk 
of their supply. This investigation 
led to the project for the new — 
ship Une, which, I believe, has, 
will have, the backing of the Chinese 
government and at least two other 
nations who right now seem to be vi- 
tally interested in the development of 
Chinese commercial possibilitied 

“Not less than $12,000,000 will be 
necessary before the Chinese can float 
the first ship of the new line, but 
this sum, in cash and assets, already 
ie aseu Fully one-half of the 
fund has been subscribed, or has been 
definitely arranged for, and if the 
Chinese government can be induced to 
provide a portion of the remainder, 
the ships. will be built within six 
months, and I believe I am safe in 
saying they will be constructed at 
San Pedro. A portion of the fund, 
I understand, is to be provided by 
American interests, the identity of 
which I am not at Überty to state, 
but at least three nations seem to 
be alding in the enterprise, and the 
project is so far progreseed that we 
are certain of success. Eventually, as

From an astronomical standpoint 
today’s eclipse is looked upon as 
something of a freak. On the West- 
ern Hemisphere a flattened ellipse 
about 1300 miles wide at its greatest 
diameter will include everyone who 
will be able to see anything of it. 
Even their view will be confined te 
a darkened rim of the sun just as 
the latter is topping the horizon. The 
edge of this elipse begins at Cape 
Bathurst, on the extreme northern 
limit of Canada, makes nearly & 
straight line to Galveston, cuts across 
the middle of the Gulf of Mexico and 
through Central America in Hon- 
duras and Costa Rica.
